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REPORT. 


THE SELECT COMMITTEE appointed to consider the question or 
Procedure in the House of Commons, and to Report as to the 
amendment of the existing Rules, and upon any New Rules which they 

may consider desirable for the efficient despatch of business ; Have 

considered the Matters to them referred, and have agreed to the following 
REPORT : — 


Your Committee have had before them Proposals submitted to them by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, by Sir Micliaei Hicks Beach, and by other 
Members of your Committee, and have agreed to certain Resolutions which 
will be found in the. Proceedings of the Committee. Tney have agreed to make 
the following Recommendations to the House, which are identical with the said 
Resolutions, except in so far as it has been necessary to modify them in accord- 
ance with subsequent decisions of the Committee. 


I . — Standing Committees. 

That every public Bill after the second reading, except a Bill originating 
in the Committee of Ways and Means, or a Bill for the confirmation of any 
Provisional Order, unless the House shall otherwise order, shall be referred to a 
Standing Committee of the House. And notices of amendment to any Bill so 
committed, given by a Member in the House, shall stand referred to such 
Committee. 

Standing Committees shall be constituted at the commencement of the 
Session by the Committee of Selection, who shall divide the whole House into 
four such Committees, twenty Members being a quorum. In the constitution 
of such Committees, the Committee of Selection shall have regard to the com- 
position of the House. 

The Committee of Selection shall nominate a Chairman’s panel, to consist of 
not less than eight members, of whom three shall be a quorum, and the 
Chairman’s panel shall appoint from among themselves the Chairman of each 
Standing Committee, and may change the Chairman so appointed from time 
to time ; but any Committee may appoint from among its Members a Chairman 
to fill a casual vacancy not extending beyond one sitting. 

The Committee of Selection shall have power to transfer Members, with 
their own consent, from one Committee to another, having regard to the 
character of the business from time to time referred to such Committees, in 
respect of particular Bills. The number so to be trail sf erred to any one Com- 
mittee shall not exceed ten. Members so transferred shall, at the conclusion 
of the consideration of the Bill in respect of which they were transferred, 
return to the Committee on which they were originally appointed. 

The Committee of Selection shall refer Bills committed to Standing Com- 
mittees to such Committees as they may deem expedient, and may from time 
to time alter the distribution of business if necessary. 

Provided that Bills introduced by Members not being Ministers of the Crown 
shall always have precedence, in the order of business, before some one of the 
Standing Committees, and such Bills shall be referred to the Standing Com- 
i S6. a 2 mittees 
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mittees in the order of their Second Heading, provided that the Committee of 
Selection may alter the order of reference to Standing Committees, in order to 
place Bills of a cognate character together before the same Committee. 

Standing Committees shall have power to make a special Report upon any 
Bill or matter referred to them. 

The appointment of a Member to serve on a Standing Committee shall not 
alter the power of the Committee of Selection to nominate such Member to 
serve on any other Committee to which the. Committee of Selection has 
authority to appoint. 

When the business of the Standing Committees shall require it, the House 
may older, on the motion of a Minister of the Crown, after not less than two 
clear days’ notice made at the meeting of the House, and to be put without 
amendment or debate, that on Thursdays and Fridays, until the House shall 
otherwise order, the morning sittings shall be appropriated to the business of 
the Standing Committees, and the House on such days shall meet for ordinary- 
business at 9 of the clock. 


II . — Sittings of the House. 

That unless the House otherwise order, the House shall meet every Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday, at 3 of the clock, and shall, unless previously 
adjourned, sit till half-past 12 of the clock at night, and no later. 

That at 7 of the clock the Speaker or Chairman, as the case may be, shall 
leave the Chair until 9 of the clock. 


III . — Putting the Question at the close of the Sittings. 

That at midnight on Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays, and at half- 
past 5 of the clock on Wednesdays, the proceedings on any business then under 
consideration shall be interrupted, or the House shall, if in Committee, receive 
the Chairman’s Report ; and such business shall stand adjourned until the next 
day on which the Bouse shall sit, unless the business under consideration 
at the times before mentioned, shall be the first or second Order of the Day, 
or a motion Branding first or second on the Notice Paper of the House, 
and a motion shall be made that the question then under consideration 
be now put, which motion shall be decided without amendment or 
debate; and if the question then under consideration be a motion for 
adjournment (including motions for reporting progress, and for the Chairman 
to leave the Chair), such motion shall lapse; and such proceedings muv there- 
upon be taken as if such motion bad not been made. If the motion, “ That the 
question be now put,” be resolved in the affirmative, the Speaker or Chairman 
shall forthwith put the question under consideration, and the Speaker or 
Chairman, as the case may be, shall not leave the Chair until the divisions, 
if any, on such motions have been taken. Provided that the question, “ That 
the question be now put” shall not be decided in the affirmative, if a division 
be taken, unless it shall appear to have been supported by a majority at least 
double of the minority. 

After the business under consideration at the hours aforesaid has been so 
disposed of, no other opposed business shall be taken, and the business not 
disposed of at the close of the sitting shall be set down in the Order Book for 
the next day on which the House shall sit. 


IV. — Consideration on Report and Third Reading of Bills referred to 
Standing Committees. 

That Bills reported from a Standing Committee wiihout amendment shall be 
put down for third reading, but if a Bill has been amended it shall be put down 
for consideration as amended. And the question That the Bill be now 
considered ” shall he put without amendment or debate.

SELECT COMMITTEE OX PARLIAMENTARY PROCEDURE. 


V . — Committees of the whole House. 

That whenever an Order of the Day is read for the House to resolve itself 
into Committee, not being the Committee of Supply, or of Ways and Means, 
Mr. Speaker shall leave the Chair without putting any question, and tlie House 
shall thereupon resolve itself into such Committee, unless notice of an instruction 
thereto has been given, when such instruction shall be first disposed of. 


VI. — Government Business. 

That, on days on which Government business lias priority, the Government 
may arrange such Government business, whether Orders of the Day or Notices 
of Motions, in such order as they may think fit. 

VI I. — Questions. 

That notice of any question to Ministers or other Members shall be given, 
in writing only, to the Clerk at the table, and no question shall be put at the 
commencement of public business without notice, except questions concerning 
the course and arrangement of public business, or questions put for the purpose 
of elucidating any answer given in the House, or a question of immediate 
urgency upon the permission of the Speaker previously given, such question to 
be given to the Speaker in writing. 


VIII.— Divisions. 

That Mr. Speaker or the. Chairman may, at his discretion, take the vote of 
the House or of the Committee after the lapse of two minutes as indicated by 
the sand-glass, by calling upon the Members who support and who challenge 
his decision successively to rise in their places, and, if the minority be less than 
forty, he may at his discretion declare* the determination of the House or of 
the Committee, or name Tellers for a Division. 


IX . — Address in answer to the Queen's Speech. 

That tlie Address presented to Her Majesty to convey the thanks of the 
House for Her Majesty’s Most Gracious Speech to both Houses of Parliament 
at the opening of the" Session be moved in the form in which it shall be pre- 
sented to Her Majesty. 

X . — Deferring or Discharge of Orders. 

That, when a Member in charge of an Order of the Day moves to defer such 
Order, this House will not entertain, without notice, an amendment either to 
discharge such Order or to defer it for a longer period than one month from 
tlie day on which such Order stanch in the Order Book. 


XI . — Bills to he Printed. 

That no Motion shall be made for the Second Reading of a Bill other than 
a Money Bill, until s-ucli Bill shall have been printed and delivered to Members 
with the Votes. 


XII . — Introduction of Bills. 

That the practice of Mr. Speaker asking after leave to bring in a Bill, '• Who 
will prepare and bring in the said Bill ? ” be dispensed with, and that the pre- 
sentation of Bills anil of Reports from the Bar by Members walking up the 
floor to the Table be discontinued.

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XIII . — Amendments on Report. 

That upon the Report stage of any Bill no amendment may be proposed 
■which could not have been proposed in Committee without an instruction of 
the House. 

X l V . — Lords' A mendments . 

That when a Bill is returned from the Lords with amendments, a motion may 
be made that such amendments be considered in Committee of the whole 
House. 


In the event of the first Recommendation as to Standing Committees being 
agreed to by the House, your Committee are of opinion that it is essential that 
arrangements should be made to relieve the House from the duties now dis- 
charged by Private Bill Committees.

And notices of 
amendment to any Bill or vote OH the Estimates so committed, given by a Member in the 
House, shall stand referred to such Committee* 

*• Standing Committees shall be constituted at the commencement of the Session by the 
Committee of Selection, who shall divide the whole House into a certain number of such 
186. a 4 Committees 
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Committees (say five), fifteen Members being a quorum. In the constitution of such 
Committees, the Committee of Selection shall have regard to the composition of the 
House. 

** The Committee of Selection shall nominate a Chairman’s panel, to consist of not less 
than seven Members, of whom three shall be a quorum, and the Chairman’s panel shall 
appoint from among themselves the Chairman of each Standing Committee, and may 
change the Chairman so appointed from time to time. 

“ The Committee of Selection shall have power to discharge Members from time to 
time from any Standing Committee. 

“ The Committee of Selection shall also have power to add Members or transfer 
Members from one Committee to another, having regard to the character of the business 
from time to time referred to such Committees, in respect of particular Bills or Estimates. 
The number so to be added or transferred shall not exceed a certain number (say ten). 

“ The Committee of Selection shall refer Bills and Estimates, which are directed to be 
dealt with by the Standing Committees, to such Committees in such manner as they may 
deem expedient, and may from time to time alter the arrangements of business if 
necessary. 

“ Standing Committees shall have power to make a special Report upon any Bill or 
matter referred to them. 

“ The appointment of a Member to serve on a Standing Committee shall not alter the 
power of the Commit! ee of Selection to nominate such Member to serve on any other 
Committee to which the Committee of Selection has authority to appoint. 


“ II. — Sittings of the House. 

“ That unless the House otherwise order, the House shall meet every Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday, at 2 of the clock, and shall sit till half-past 12 of the 
clock at night, unless previously adjourned. 

“ That at 7 of the clock, if the business be not sooner disposed of, or as soon after 7 
of the clock as may be in conformity with the succeeding liule III., the Speaker or 
Chairman, as the case may be, shall leave the Chair until 9 of the clock. 


III. — Hutting the Question at the close of the Morning and Evening Sittings. 


“ At half-past 6 of the clock at morning sittings, and at midnight at evening sittings 
on Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays, and at half-past 5 of the clock on Wed- 
nesdays, the proceedings on any business then under consideration shall he interrupted, or 
the House shall, if iu Committee, receive the Chairman’s Report; and such business 
shall, in the case of morning sittings, except on Wednesdays, stand adjourned until the 
evening sitting on the same day ; and in the case of the evening sittings, and on Wednes- 
days, shall stand adjourned until the next day on which the House shall sit, unless at the 
times before mentioned a motion shall be made that the question then under consideration 
he now put, which motion shall he decided Avithout amendment or debate ; and if the 
question then under consideration be a motion for adjournment, and such motion is 
negatived, the original motion upon which the adjournment has been moved shall likewise 
he forthwith put, and the Speaker or Chairman, as the case may be, shall not leave the 
Chair until the divisions, if any, on such motions have been taken.

Resolution, proposed by Mr. Healy, brought up, and read, as follows : “ That when a 
Bill is returned from the Lords with Amendments, a Motion may be made that such 
Amendments be considered in Committee of the whole House.” — Question, That this pro- 
posed Resolution be agreed to, — put, and agreed to. 


DRAFT REPORT, proposed by the Chairman , brought up, and read the first time, as 
follows : — 

“ Your Committee have had before them Proposals submitted to them by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, by Sir Michael Hicks Beach, and by other Members of 
your Committee, and have agreed to certain Resolutions which will be found in the 
Proceedings of the Committee. They have agreed to make the following Recommenda- 
tions to the House, which are identical with the said Resolution*, except in so far as it 
has been necessary to modify them in accordance with subsequent decisions of the 
Committee. 

“ I . — Standing Committees. 

“That every public Bill after the Second Reading, except a Bill originating in the 
Committee of Ways and Means, or a Bill for the confirmation of any Provisional Order, 
unless the House shall otherwise order, shall be referred to a Standing Comm ttee of the 
House. And notices of the Amendment to any Bill so committed, given by a Member 
in the House, shall stand referred to such Committee. 

“ Standing Committee shall be constituted at the commencement of the Session by the 
Committee of Selection, who shall divide the whole House into four such Committees, 
twenty Members being a quorum. In tlie constitution of such Committees, the Com- 
mittee of Selection shall have i-egard to the composition of the House. 

“ The Committee of Selection shall nominate a Chairman’s panel, to consist of not less 
than eight Members, of ■whom three shall be a quorum, and the Chairman’s panel shall 
appoint from among themselves the Chaivman of each Standing Committee, and may 
change the Chairman so appointed from time to time ; but any Committee may appoint 
from among its Members a Chairman to fill a casual vacancy not extending beyond one 
sitting. 

“ The Committee of Selection shall have power to transfer Members, with their own 
consent, from one Committee to another, having regard to the character of the business 
from time to time referred to such Committees, m respect of particular Bills. The 
number so to be transferred to any one Committee shall not exceed ten. Members so 
transferred shall, at the conclusion of the consideration of the Bill in respect of which 
they were transferred, return to the Committee on which they were originally appointed. 

“ The Committee of Selection shall refer Bills committed to Standing Committees to 
such Committees as they may deem expedient, and may from time to time alter the 
distribution of business if necessary. 

“ Provided that Bills introduced by Members not being Ministers of the Crown shall 
always have precedence, in the order of business, before some one of the Standing 

lfcC. e Committees 
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Committees, and such Bills shall be referred to the Standing Committees in the order 
of their Second Reading, provided that the Committee of Selection may alter the order 
of reference to Standing Committees, in order to place Bills of a cognate character together 
before the same Committee. 

“ Standing Committees shall have power to make a Special Report upon any Bill or 
matter referred to them. 

“ The appointment of a Member to serve on a Standing Committee shall not alter the 
power of the Committee of Selection to nominate such Member to serve on any other 
Committee to which the Committee of Selection has authority to appoint. 

“ When the business of the Standing Committees shall require it, the House may order, 
on the motion of a Minister of the Crown, after not less than two clear days’ notice made 
at the meeting of the House, and to be put without amendment or debate, that on 
Thursdays and Fridays, until the House shall otherwise order, the morning sittings shall 
be appropriated to the business of the Standing Committees, and the House on such days 
shall meet for ordinary business at nine of the clock. 

“ II. — Sittings of the House. 

“ That unless the House otherwise order, the House shall meet every Monday, 
Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday, at Three of the clock, and shall, unless previously 
adjourned, sit till Half-past Twelve of the clock at night, and no later. 

“ Thut at Seven of the clock the Speaker or Chairman, as the case may be, shall leave 
the Chair until Nine of the clock. 

“III. — Putting the Question at the close of the Sittings. 

“That atmidnight on Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays, and at Half-past Five 
of the clock on Wednesdays, the proceedings on any business then under consideration shall 
be interrupted, or the House shall, if in Committee, receive the Chairman’s Report ; and 
such business shall stand adjourned until the next day on which the House shall sit, 
unless the business under consideration at the times before mentioned shall be the first 
or second Order of the Day, or a motion standing first or second on the notice paper of 
the House ; and a motion shall be made that the question then under consideration be 
now put, which motion shall be decided without amendment or debate ; and if the question 
then under consideration be a motion for adjournment (including motions for reporting 
progress, and for the Chairman to leave the Chair), such motion shall lapse ; aud such 
proceedings may thereupon be laken as if such motion bad not been made. If the 
motion, ‘ That the question be now put,’ be resolved in the affirmative, the Speaker or 
Chairman shall forthwith put the question under consideration, and the Speaker or 
Chairman, as the case may be, shall not leave the Chair until the divisions, if any, on such 
motions have been taken. Provided that the question, ‘ I hat the question be now put’ 
shall not he decided in the affirmative, if a division be taken, unless it shall appear to have 
been reported by a majority at least double of the minority. 

“ After the business under consideration at the hours aforesaid has been so disposed 
rf, no other opposed business shall be taken, and the business not disposed of at the close 
of the sitting shall be set down in the Order Book for the next day on which the House 
shall sit. 

“ 1Y. — Consideration on Report and Third Reading of Bills referred to Standing 
Committees. 

“ That Bills reported from a Standing Committee without amendment shall be put 
down- for Third Reading, but if a Bill lias been amended it shall be put down for con- 
sideration as amended. And the question ‘That the Bill be now considered ” shall be 
put without amendment or debate. 

“ V . — Committees of the Whole House. 

“ That' whenever an Order of the Day is read for the House to resolve itself into 
'Committee, not being the Committee of Supply, or of Ways and Means, Mr. Speaker 
shall leave the Chair without putting any questiou, and the House shall thereupon resolve 
itself into such Committee, unless notice of an instruction thereto has been given, when 
such instruction shall be first disposed of. 

“ VI. — Government Business. 

" That, on days on which Government business has pi’iority, the Government may 
arrange such Government business, whether Orders of the Day or Notices of Motions, 
in such order as they may think fit. 


“ VII. — Questions. 

" That notice of any question to Ministers or other Members shall be given, in writing 
•only, to the Clerk at the Table, and no question shall be put at the commencement of 
public business without notice, except questions concerning the course mid arrangement 

of 
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ot public business, or questions put for tlie purpose of elucidating any answer given in 
the House, or a question of immediate urgency upon the permission of the Speaker 
previously given, such question to be given to the Speaker in writing. 

“ VIII. — Divisions. 

‘•'That Mr. Speaker or the Chairman may, at his discretion, take the vote of the 
House or of the Committee after the lapse of two minutes as indicated by the sand-glass, 
by calling upon the Members who support and who challenge his decision successively to 
rise in their places, and, if the minority be less than forty, he may at liis discretion 
declare the determination of the House or of the Committee, or name Tellers for a 
Division. 

“ IX . — Address in answer to the Queen’s Speech. 

*'•' That the Address presented to Her Majesty to convey the thanks of the House for 
Her Majesty’s Most Gracious Speech to both Houses of Parliament at the opening of 
the Session be moved in the form in which it shall be presented to Her Majesty. 

“ X . — Deferring or Discharge of Orders. 

“ That, when a Member in charge of an Order of the Day moves to defer such Order, 
this House will not entertain, without notice, an amendment either to discharge such 
Order or to defer it for a longer period than one month from the day on which such 
Order stands in the Order B 10 U. 


“ XI . — Bills to he Printed. 

“ That no Motion shall be made for the Second Heading of a Bill other than a Money 
Bill, until such Bill shall have been printed and delivered to .Members with the Votes. 

“ XII . — Introduction of Bill. 

“ That the practice of Mr. Speaker asking, after leave is given to bring in a Bid. 

‘ "Who will prepare and bring in the said Bill,’ be dispensed with, and that the presentation 
of Bills and of Reports from the Bar by Members walking up the floor to the Table be 
discontinued. 

“ XIII . — Amendments on Report. 

“ That upon the Report stage of any Bill no Amendments may be proposed which 
could not have been proposed in Committee without an Instruction of the House. 

“ XIV. — Lords’ Amendinehts. 

“ That when a Bill is returned from the Lords with Amendments, a Motion may be 
made that such Amendments be considered in Committee of the whole House. 

“ In the event of the first Recommendation as to Standing Committees being agreed 
to by the House, your Committee are of opinion that it is essential that arrangements 
should be made to relieve the House from the duties now discharged by Private Bill 
Committees.”
